So- 
licitor General, Sir Edward Clarke, 
leading counsel for plaintiff took the 
floor and in a few sentences tersely in- 
vited the attention of the jury; he 
then commenced by saying it has been 
“common talk’’ that the Prince of 
Wales continual presence in court 
during the trial of this suit has been 
for the Soar of restraining the 
tongues of the ladies engaged in the 
case from commenting upon the Prince 
of Wales connection with it. This re- 
mark caused a sensation but it was 
nothing to what followed. 

Continuing Sir Edward intimated 
the presence of the Prince of Wales in 
court would not prevent him from 
making any comment necessary, say- 
ing that he as counsel had a painful 
duty to perform and that he intended 
to perform it honestly and fairly.

Miller to show to the citizens 
of either of those places in what 
way the canal is going to be a 
benefit to them.

SENATOR STEWART has an article 
in the June Forum in which he 
says: “ The addition to Our circu- 
lating medium up to the -present 
time which free coinage would 
have caused could have exceeded 
fifteen million dollars.

the United States. The only cheap 
silver in the world is the small ac- 
cumulation of silver bullion now 
on the market. The accumulation 
not only depresses the price of 
silver, but weighs down the price 
of all commodities.”

Something New for Political Bcon- 
omists to Consider. 


4 Critical Avalysis of the Word Which 
Defines Its True Meaning and 
Limitations—An Interest- 
ing Study. 


The term “wealth” seems to have 
been formed by combination of the two 
old Sexon words, ‘weal’ and ‘‘things; 
and the process may have been like 
this: Weal things, weal-things, wealth 
(pronounced as two syllables, with 
“ins” dropped), and finally wealth as, 
we "sw have it. But, however formed, 

het t:c term wealth is identical in 

meni: with weal-things there can be 
no cowlt. By examining these two 
wor. therefore aseertaining their 
meanings and combining them; if the 
work be well done, the exact and com- 
plete meaning of the word wealth will 
appear. 

The word ‘thing,” says the Chicago 
Journal, springs from an old Saxon root 
which signifies “to be heavy.” But 
what is heavy is of material substance 
and is an object of sense. A thing, 
then, is any material object cognizable 
by the senses. But it is especially used 
of what is without life, though in com- 
mon speech all living beings below man 
are spoken of as things, and even man 
himself when thought of as belonging 
to the animal kingdom, as in the phrase, 
‘‘a]] animals and inanimate things.” But 
stristly speaking, man is not accounted 
a thine, because he is a moral person, 
and this higher element of personality 
raises him above the sphere of things. 

Weal has the same root as well. To

All things 
which make for life are weal things— 
wealth. Wheat, corn, grain, fruits, 
root crops, food things of: every sort, 
are wealth. Soare all implements to 
provide them. So are clothing, fuel and 
all implements to provide these. So are 
allthings to help about them, as, in 
transportation and exchange. 

Lut human life As grades, and those 
things which feed it in its higher grades 
are also wealth—as works of art, to 
illustrate the higher, spiritual side of 
human life, or hospitals, to illustrate it 
again.

The Phosphorescence of Diamonds. 

In a recent article on ‘Precious 
Stones” a most beautiful experiment in 
the absorption of light by diamonds 
which was carried out in Paris daring 
the exposition was referred to. Ou this 
occasion a collection of one hundred 
and fifty diamonds was placed in a dark 
room. In a side of the room was in- 
serted a lens, outside of which an-are 
lamp was hung. ‘The lens, which was 
employed to concentrate the light, was 
covered with violet-colored glass so 
that only ultra-violet rays fell on the 
gems, of which but three of. the entire 
number proved to be phosphorescent. 
All the others assumed a_ beautiful 
violet tint. The two stones whose 
phosphorescence was most marked 
were perfectly transparent white 
stones, one having a bluish tinge. The 
phosphorescence exhibited by these 
stones is described as extremely beauti- 
ful and remained visible with gradual- 
ly diminishing intensity for fifteen 
minutes after a metallic cap was put 
over the lens. 


A Lake Nearly a Mile Deep 


world is Lake Balkil, in Siberia, which 
is evéry way comparable*to the great 
Canadian lakes as regards size; for 
while its area is over 9,000 square 
miles, making it about equal to Erie in 
superficial extent, its enormous depth 
of between 4,000 and 4,500 feet makes 
the volume of its waters almost equal 
to that of Lake Superior. Although 
its surface is 1,350 feet above sea level, 
its bottom is nearly $,000 feet below it. 
The Caspian lake, or sea, as it is usually 
called, has a depth in its southern basin 
of over 3,000 feet, Lake Maggiore is 
3,000 feet deep, Lake Como nearly 2,000 
feet, and Legodi Garda, another Italian 
lake, has a depth in certain places of 
1,900 feet.
